Howdy! 


Just got back from vacation, and started going through accumulated 
BA digests. My comments on the 6146 oscillator, for what they're 
worth (~$0.01 on a good day...): 


1) The 6146 is a relatively expensive power tube, optimized to work 

at moderately high voltages, even by BA standards. I vaguely remember 
~1KV is preferred, though of course lesser voltages can be used with 
reduced power aS a consequence. There are only so many mA that you 
can pull out of the cathode! 


2) You generally want to separate the oscillation and power amplification 
functions, if you want a clean signal. You would be able to make the 
6146 oscillate, might get a few 10's of watts out, but it will 

not sound pretty. You also have the crystal drive issue to worry about... 
too much power => unstable or cracked crystal. Reduce the drive, and you 
may not get out the power you want, due to the finite gain of the 6146. 


3) I would suggest that you look at a 70's vintage Handbook and use one 

of the receiving tube designs for the oscillator and amplify as necessary 
in following stages. If you are deadset on a one tube design, cheat and 

use a multisection tube!

BTW, a pair of 6146's in a Drake T4XC give less output power than a pair of 
6JB6's...but a much higher plate dissipation rating. Apparently the previous 
owner was a RTTY operator, and I would well believe that you can get more 
RTTY power from 6146's than 6JB6's. 


I don't think poorly of 6146's as power amplifiers...but I would be 
suspicious of one in a crystal oscillator application.

I think Postcript is the best choice as it is well defined, 
interoperably implemented on lots of printer hardware, and supported in 
some form or another on almost every current platform. And some pretty 
good freeware (gnu ghostscript and friends) is available for displaying 
it on standard PC VGA/SVGA graphics hardware and most Unixes (eg any 
workstation) and printing it on PCL printers (the other printing graphic 
standard). And of course Macs support it as the native printing graphic 
language. 


Postcript files are ASCII text, not binary and can be emailed 
and edited with text editors without corruption due to mishandling 
special characters. And Postscript is resolution independant, and will 
happily print correctly on printers with differing dot per inch 
resolution, unlike almost any bit map format (such as .TIF, .GIF, JPEG, 
.BMP etc) 


I think it is unrealistic to expect to find some more universal 
common denominator. It seems to me that the minimum useful schematic 


graphics capable printing setup is either an ink jet 
(bubble-jet/desk-jet or whatever) or a laser printer capable of printing 
a whole page of graphics with reasonable resolution. I'm deeply 
doubtful that a dot matrix printer in graphics mode would have the 
resolution and dot accuracy to reproduce readible schematics (and soon 
enough they will be BA items just like Teletype machines), and anything 
with less capability is really left printing ASCII schematics only. 
Besides, there are many incompatible standards for dot matrix graphics 
character sets and few if any of them are supported on current and 
especially future laser/ink-jet printers. 


Most all modern day full page high resolution graphics capable 
ink jet and laser printers support either Postscript and/or some dialect 
of HP's PCL - older laser printers that only supported various 
incompatible and limited graphics emulations of early 80's dot matrix 
printers usually don't have enough bit map memory to print full page 
graphics like a reasonable sized schematic with any useful resolution 
anyway. Few ink-jet printers exist that don't support either PCL 
or Postscript, as they are a more recent development. 


And while PCL is much more universal than Postscript, it is a 
lower level binary oriented language that does not incorperate 
provisions for transparently scaling to adapt to the resolution and 
paper size of the printing device at hand. And gnu ghostscript will do 
a fine job (as will several other utilties) at converting Postscript to 
PCL for a printer with particular resolution - versions of it exist that 
run on most anything.

I too find myself passing up "make offer" deals. I don't exactly know why. 
Perhaps it's due to a genetic fear of "offering too much or too little", and 
then having folks laugh at me for being such a fool. I try to rationalize 
to myself that the "make offer" situation is an entirely legitiment way of 
bartering, but the fear response usually wins out. 


At hamfests many buyers just don't like to haggle, either. They like to see 
a price displayed so they can determine if they really want an item or not. 
It takes a special intellect and/or lots of experience to haggle. 


The most successful hagglers I've seen train their faces to carry a pleasant 
but sincere expression during the process. They use body language to an 
advantage with appropriate hand and arm gestures. They also put on a show 
of near complete innocence about the item being haggled over. I never was 
very good at any of this.

You successful hagglers here on the net (we ALL know who you are) would earn 
our eternal gratitude if you'd share your techniques with us. Teach us your 
secrets...you could star in a swap meet "Training Video" to sell to us utter 
novices.

Thus 
if we learn to become successful at the feas, we might be able to turn our 
wretched lives around too!

Something came over me the other day as I was browsing the local radio 
emporium, and a Collins 75S-3 followed me home. It was grandly priced, 
and had sat unbought, but not unadmired, on the consignment shelf, 
covered in a thick layer of dust and packing tape residue, for two 
weeks. I'd seen it there the week before, and noticed that every OF 
that came in the place had to stop and stare at it, and maybe peek 
under the hood, before shaking his head at the sticker and moving on. 
Several folks, myself included, kept coming back to it, too obviously 
pleased at being allowed to look at a radio, and not just a computer 
with ears. Several folks would've fallen, if it had been a B ora C. 


Powered up at the store, it had more than the usual hum, and sensitivity 
was less than expected. But the filters were sharp, and there was no 
evidence of abuse or modification, not even a scratch in the paint. I 
couldn't possibly resist, since the XYL had just pumped up my plastic 
again, and had been forwarned with a 'If it's still sitting there...'

Thanks for the repost. I'll check out SS of NE (there's a catalog 
around here somewhere!). I've been a bit leery of using them, simply 
because of the negative comments I've read previously on this list. 
But, they may be worth the effort for those elusive Collins items that 
can't be found anywhere else, like paint, or replacement plastic trim. 


By the way, since I have everything sitting on the bench out of 
their respective chassis', I've notice that the power transformer in my 
516F-2 power supply (this is the one with the two rectifier tubes) gets 
VERY warm (I'd say HOT) after being on for an hour (receive mode only). 
Not having been around tube gear for a long long time, I'm not sure if 
this is normal, although I suspect it is. However, having had to 
replace a transformer in my Heathkit High Voltage power supply that 
burned up a while back, I'm a bit concerned. Any idea how warm these 
things should get? 


Still, I haven't smelled that distinctive odor of a transformer 
going south, so maybe I'm OK. Maybe I should try leaving it on all 
day...

out yesterday while I was tuning up the transmitter (the 5R4 rectifier tube 
shorted (I wish I knew why - old tube, or symptomatic of another problem?). 


After a momentary pause while lots of current surged through the 
transformer, the fuse finally blew. When I took it out, I found that it was 
rated for 20 amps! 


Anyway, the correct fuse is now in place, and everything seems to work, 
but I'm worried that the current surge may have done some damage. Anyone 
know what the DC resistance values of the windings should be for the 
transformer? Is there a better method to check for transformer damage?

Sorry to be just getting around to answering this... 


I am including most of the original article so those who may have deleted 
it can follow my reply. I also have a number of specifications to add to 
the filter list if I can find a page scanner with an optical character 
reader. Typing in several pages of closely spaced tabular data is NOT fun. 


On Mon, 24 Jul 1995, Gregory Raven wrote: 


I was wondering if anyone on the list knows anything about behaviour of 
Collins mechanical filters. I spent a few hours this weekend doing 
measurements and alignments of 4 different R390A IF modules. I have found 
that there are significant differences in gain from one unit to another. 


VV VV VV 


I have found that the bulk of the gain difference is caused by a wide 


variation in loss of the mechanical filters. My measurements are not too 
precise, but I recorded anywhere from 4 to 13 dB of loss in the center of the 
passband. 


A couple of the units even had significant variation between the different 
bandwidth filters. For example, a 6 dB difference between the 8 an 4 kHz 
filters in one unit. This seams undesireable, as there would be a noticeable 
change in volume when switching from the 8 to 4 kHz filter, especially in MGC 
mode. 


VV VV VV VV VV 


This is not uncommon, especially when the filters may have been 
manufactured by different companies (very common in R-390A's). 
Surprisingly the Collins filters are reputed to have higher insertion loss 
than those by most other manufacturers. (Supposedly, Bendix actually built 
some of the filters with the Collins labels and these are supposed to be 
the best in terms of loss and steepness of the filter skirts.) 


> The small amount of literature I have on mechanical filters claims that they 
> are virtually indestructible, at least from a vibration point of view. One 
> statement claimed a mean-time-before-failure of 2000 years ! 


I have generally found them to be rather delicate compared to most other 
electronic components [well, except vacuum tubes. of course]. My 
literature says that the average Collins SSB filter is rated to withstand 
50 G, 11 msec shocks without changing the filter response, while some 
selected filters can withstand 75 G shocks before permanent damage occurs. 
I am not sure what this translates to in effective height of dropping a 
filter on a hard surface. 


The filters are somewhat microphonic in a heavy vibration environment. 
Typical microphonic output is in the order of -70 dB below a 100%, 1 Volt 
RMS modulated output signal at a vibration level of 5 G's between 0 and 
500 Hz vibration frequencies. I have had one filter to become extremely 
microphonic. Opening up the filter revealed that the glue holding the 
bias magnet had failed. I spoke with a Collins engineer about this and he 
said he had NEVER seen such a failure in all his years with them. He 
asked for the filter, but unfortunately I had already dismantled the 
filter by then. 


The newer torsional filters are evidently somewhat more susceptible to 
vibration. 15 G's of vibration between 10 and 2000 Hz can exceed the 
elastic limits of portions of the filter can can cause permanent damage. 


The reliability figure Collins quotes in my literature is 374 failures out 
of 277,000 units in a 2.5 year period. This calculates to a MTBF of 1.6E7 


hours or over 1800 years. 


> The only obvious failure mode that I know of would be caused by too much DC 


> current through the input and/or output transducers, causing an open in the 
> coil. 


Filters do age but the effect is small. Collins estimates that the center 
frequency shift is 50 parts per million over a 20 year period, or a 25 Hz 
shift of a 500 kHz center frequency. Overdriving a piezoelectric 
transducer in later filters can also do some damage. 


> Some of the things I would like to know about mechanical filters: 
> 
> 1. Can the insertion loss increase over time ? 


Usually not in hermetically sealed filters that are not overdriven or 
subjected to undue vibration. 


> 2. What is the expected variation of the insertion loss of NEW mechanical 
> filters ? Most are specified to have no more than 10 dB loss, but what is the 
> EXPECTED variation ? 


The specification maximum is typically 8 dB. For a 10,000 unit sample, 
Collins gives a histogram in my data showing about 9000 units having a 3 
to 4 dB typical loss; the remainder show less than 6 dB insertion loss. 


> 3. Can a mechanical filter be damaged by too much drive ? What would the 
> symptoms of this be (if it is possible) ? 


Yes, there is a practical limit on the dynamic range of these filters. 

You would tend to see considerable intermodulation and nonlinearity before 
actual damage occurs. In one place in my literature, Collins suggests a 
practical limit on the input signal of 3 V RMS although they note that in 
some designs signals as high as 10 V RMS can be specified before 
appreciable non-linearities appear. Elsewhere, they recommend that signal 
levels of -20 to - 10 dBm are suitable for filters with piezoelectric 
transducers. The torsional filters are generally limited to 1 V RNS 
drive. 


4. Apparently, there were at least 2 types of transducers used in mechanical 
filters. The ferrite transducers, which appeared some time in the 50s or 
early 60s, had much lower loss. When did the lower loss filters appear, and 
what date would they have started to appear in R390As ? 


VVV MV 


Actually there are three types. The original filters used a 
magnetostrictive end wire. Later versions use a ferrite transducer. The 
most modern, low-impedance, filters generally use a piezoelectric 
transducer. The traditional Collins filter design utilized disc resonators 
with coupling wires and operated in a fluxure mode. Newer filters are now 
available from Rockwell-Collins based on a torsional coupling mode. 


As far as I know, the R-390A's all used magnetostrictive transducers based 
on an iron-nickel end wire (or possibly a ferrite in the latest models, 
but I doubt this). The filters in the R-390A are designed to be 
terminated by a high impedance which usually signifies the end wire type. 


The piezoelectric transducer filters usually have driving and termination 
impedances of approximately 500 to 2K ohms. 


> Any answers to the above questions would be greatly appreciated.

The series modulator you mention is rather similar to a Heising 
modulator. The series or pass tube essentially operates in Class A, and 
under carrier conditions must have a voltage drop of one half of the 
total supply voltage. This makes it an extremely inefficient modulator 
but one with potentially high linearity and no "big iron" modulation 
transformer. Generally a low-mu triode is used as the series regulator. 


[Personal note to Bill: I have been looking at using a PWM as a series 
pass element to do much the same thing but keep the efficiency high. 
Inductors will still be needed but they can be smaller than the original 
modulation transformer. Your note to me about PWM got me started on this. 
We may both be kicked out of the boatanchor group for this! :-) ]
